COMPARATIVELY new among the more recent inno- 
vations in the uses of steel and iron are a number that 
create a tremendously increased demand 

NS ae upon the output of mills and foundries. 

and Iron. ake first the item of sheet metal for bill- 

boards. The sheet steel billboard is com- 
ing into general use among large advertising concerns. 
With the growing scarcity of lumber, sheet metal is 
coming to be recognized as a superior material for va- 
rious purposes and is being used to the almost entire 
exclusion of wood. As a billboard material sheet steel 
is found to be more durable and economical than lum- 
ber. The smooth surface it presents makes it also 
more suitable for the ‘portraiture of up-to-date adver- 
tising, some of Which is done in highly artistic fashion. 
The quantity of sheet steel used for this purpose it is 
difficult to estimate, but that it is something considera- 
ble is shown by its growing popularity. 

Another article of comparatively recent introduc- 
tion which greatly augments the demand for iron is 
the trolley post. With the rise and constantly enlarg- 
ing sphere of the trolley system in this country the 
energies and capacity of the producers of iron trolley 
posts have been taxed to the limit. In Chicago the 
demand has more than doubled in the last year, and 
with the relegation of the old “shoe string” system of 
‘ransportation and the substitution of trolley lines a 

ill further draft upon the resources of the manufac- 
‘irers has been made. Then there are the extensions 

numerous suburban lines to be provided for. These 

well as the city lines call for iron posts. Wooden 
sts in sufficient quantity are unobtainable. In fact, 
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the wooden post is a thing of the past. In the aggre- 
gate, the demand upon this branch of the iron industry 
is something enormous. 

In the building industry there is a constant and 
growing call for the products of mill and foundry. Not 
only steel and iron, but zinc, copper, brass and tin are 
being largely introduced in many details of the work 
as substitutes for wood. This in a great measure ac- 
counts for the uniformly healthy condition of the hard- 
ware trade and the increased activity of the market in 
and out of season. 








From the viewpoint of the average retailer the mar- 
gin of profit at the present time is not what it should 
be, and he is turning over in his mind 


Existin . ; 
cero the various causes to which he may 
Conditions. ttribute this unsatisfactory condition of 


trade, and is cudgeling his brain for a 
solution of the vexing problem. 

Although the hardware trade in general is and has 
been right through the “off season” extra brisk a feel- 
ing of depression is manifested in some quarters. To 
account for this varying reasons are given, not all of 
which are well grounded. 

Naturally it is to outlying causes that many ascribe 
the curtailment of their profits. Everything is seized 
upon that will serve as a hook upon which to hang the 
grievance and any resort that presents a possible 
means of remedying the condition is flown to with 
alacrity. 

In many cases the manufacturers are held to blame. 
They are charged with unwarrantably holding up 
prices and maintaining a vigorous policy in the trans- 
action of business, when, as easily ascertained facts 
will show, there is a tendency on the part of the 
manufacturers toward a greater liberality in their 
treatment of the retailer. 

Another, and a more just accusation, is leveled at 
the mail order system, but while it is true that the 
mail order houses are making damaging inroads upon 
the retailers’ territory, even this is an opposition about 
which there is being too much said and too little done. 
The live and resouiveful retailer will readily find a 
way to cope with the catalogue intrusion. If he can- 
not combat it he must circumvent it. Prompt action 
is necessary. Idle railing and symposium sympathy 
will accomplish nothing. 

As a means of ameliorating untoward trade condi- 
tions some dealers are looking to the “long dating” 
or long credit proposition. As to this method of doing 
business too much cannot be said in condemnation. It 
is a too-expensive as well as a too-easy way of stock- 
ing up a store. One may run into debt but more often 
than not he has to crawl out. The alluring proposi- 
tion of having a fine line of goods put in on a ninety- 
day basis of payment is too much of a good thing, 
as those who contemplate such a course -will discover 
by the simple process of figuring. Spot cash is the 
greatest profit-producer extant. The cash buyer is 
pretty certain to be the cash seller and the booking ex- 
pense he saves goes to swell the profit on his goods. 

The margin of profit may to a great extent be regu- 
lated by the dealer. Careful and intelligent buying 
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and a knowledge of trade requirements are of the first 
importance, as every dealer of experience knows. An 
undeviating one-price and a fair-price policy is the 
next essential to success in getting a business onto a 
profit-paying basis. The cut-price idea is directly re- 
sponsible for much loss of profit. Cut-profit is the in- 
variable accompanyment of cut-price. Firm adher- 
ence to a uniform standard of prices will go far to- 
ward fixing and maintaining a fair and satisfactory 
margin of profit, The tendency of the times is too 
strongly towards price cutting and the sooner that 
tendency is checked the sooner will follow a better- 
ment of general trade conditions. — 

With the present outlook for fall and winter busi- 
ness sO promising it would seem that a feeling of 
greater confidence should spread throughout all 
branches of the hardware trade, and it undoubtedly 
will upon the close of the inactive period, 








Ir 1s a matter for congratulation not only among 
hardware manufacturers, but among those concerned 
Government in the highest development of many 
Sustains an allied industries, that the termination of 
Important, : 
Economic. the Panama Canal controversies so far 
Policy. as it concerned the purchase. of supplies 
has proven so auspicious. <A noticeable feature of the 
deliberations of the Senate Committee on. Inter- 
Oceanic Canals and of Congress was the spirit of fair- 
ness and tolerance which permeated the entire pro- 
ceedings. As the matter stands at present the gov- 
ernment will purchase American hardware and other 


domestic supplies in preference to the products of 


foreign manufacturers. Thus will be continued the 
practical application of that admirable economic policy 
which is termed protection to home industries and 
home labor, which has been of such inestimable benefit 
to the country and which under the present ruling of 
Congress inures to the further advantage of the thou- 
sands concerned in American industries, 

It is no less gratifying to feel that the important 
concessions won were achieved without misrepresenta- 
tion, sophistry or specious argument. As regards the 
future, a president is vested with ample powers to pre- 
vent extortion, which, however, no responsible manu- 
facturer would seek to practice. The effort to secure 
recognition for the American manufacturer was, as it 
turns out, well worth the making and is but another 
exemplification of the American tendency to exercise 
that common sense and good business judgment which 
make for national prosperity. 








One of the most difficult problems the business man 
has to face is how to arrive at.a fair judgment of the 
value of space in a paper. We mean the 

a ci ema dollars and cents value. In the nature of 
Advertising. things this value is extremely difficult of 
accurate measurement; pounds of nails 

bushels of wheat are of such a nature that measure- 
ment is possible, but there is something intangible 
about the value of advertising. It is just as intartgible 
as is that something that lifts a great picture above 
the level of a mere painting. The canvass of each 
“may be alike, the colors taken from the same tubes 
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and applied with the same brushes, yet the result m: 
have a market value of $100,000 as a Rosa Bonheu- 
or may sell for 29 cents in a department store. 

Generally speaking, the only claim to an advertise; : 
attention that the paper presents is circulation. Bu: 
circulation is far from being the all-in-all; of cours. 
there must be circulation, or there can be no adver- 
tising value. The more circulation there is the better 
for the advertiser, if the right people are reached i 
the right way, and that is exactly the problem. It is 
the Right People that the advertiser wants, and a 
manufacturer exploiting a hardware specialty that 
sells for a comparatively high price will not get prac- 
tical results from a paper with a one hundred thou- 
sand circulation if that circulation be to a great extent 
among those not interested in such a line, and, on 
the other hand, a paper with a fraction of the cir- 
culation referred to, will yield him splendid results if 
circulating among a class of people interested in and 
able to purchase his product. 

It follows, therefore, that it is vastly more im- 
portant to the advertiser who reads the paper than 
how many read it. 








In whatever department of business life we may be 
engaged, the chief aim of our endeavor must be a de- 
gree of excellence above and beyond any- 
The Standard thing previously accomplished in our es- 
Excellence. P¢cial field. This is the demand of the 
times. Anything mediocre will not do. 
There is no such thing as “good enough.” To succeed 
we must excel, Whether it be the shaping of a tin 
pan or the building of a skyscraper, the writing of a 
two-line advertisement or the wording of a sermon, the 
work must show superior skill to earn approval. The 
salesman who hopes to establish a name and sale 
for his goods must be thoroughly equipped for his 
business. His line of talk, his address, as well as his 
wares must be right. Imposition in these wide-awake 
times is next to impossible. 

There may be some truth in the common. assertion 
that this is an era of “graft,” but it does not follow 
that all “grafters” succeed. Those that do, excel in 
their line. The spirit of progress moves men in diverse 
directions to get to the front, and some take the. short 
road, with the “get there” idea dominating principle, 
but the record of failures and financial disasters bears 
witness that the short road to success is strewn with 
moral wrecks. 

Aim high, If your shaft falls short of the mark, 
shoot again. Practice strengthens the arm and im- 
proves the eye. Excellence is never attained by 4 
single effort. The reason so many of us are occupying 
the lower levels is that we fear the fall, or we dislike 
the discomfort of exertion and rest content with me«i- 
ocrity rather than toil upward over the obstacles 0 
eminence. We know there is room at the top, but w« 
are too prone to pause half way and flaunt our stan‘- 
ard over the heads of those below us. Our idea of 
excellence is too often the degree to which we our- 
selves have attained, 

This little homily has direct application to metho: 
in business, where the standard of excellence in © 
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‘sat goes to make up a stock is the first point to be 
-onsidered. Whether it be codfish, kerosene and mo- 
be taken to establish a reputation for good goods and 
fair dealing as is exercised in the effort to attain per- 
fection in any of the higher ambitions of life.

Henry Cribben’s knowledge and intelligence and 
force behind it, grew and prospered, and this was the 
foundation of the great stove manufacturing business 
of the Cribben & Sexton Co. of to-day. 

The old sign is still a pretty lively proposition, 
“slightly disfigured (of course), but still in the ring.” 
The old Lake street numbers are roughly smeared off, 
but the gold letters smile out a bright welcome, and 
tell the usual sign story, and they look mighty pros- 
perous, too, considering their years of service, which 
shows that, as in other things, Cribben & Sexton got 
the best to be had including their street sign. The 
sign? Qh, it is nailed up on the eastern end of the 
Erie street frontage of their long strung out, sol- 
idly built stove foundry and office plant, facing the 
street car tracks that run along in front of the place. 
How big? Well, if you stand looking at the sign 
down at the foundry end and want to go up to the 
other end where the offices are you might guess a

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HOW TO SELL STOVES. 





At the recent meeting of the Michigan Retail Hard- 
ware Association, W. T. Leckie, who represents the es- 
tate of P. D. Beckwith of Dowagiac, Mich., gave the 
following interesting talk: 


How to Sell Stoves. 
Mr. President, Officers and Members of the Michigan Retail 

Hardware Association : 

On the subject of selling stoves, I wish to beg your pardon 
if I may stray a little from the subject into the great subject 
of salesmanship. They both work together. I am not here 
this morning to teach anyone how to sell stoves, simply to 
give you my experience as I find it in my travels from town 
to town, and if I should say, something which you miglit not 
like, I hope you will forgive me as I don’t wish to offend 
anyone in any way. I believe in order to sell stoves or any 
other article the most essential thing is to know about the 
article you are going to sell and to know it thoroughly. The 
next important thing is to have implicit confidence in the 
article you are going to sell. In order to have confidence and 
believe thoroughly in the article you sell, I believe you should 
sell good goods, high grade goods with a reputation, some- 
thing that will stand up and make good, for ‘all of the good 
things you say for it. One of the failures I think a great 
many of the retailers make in buying goods is, they don’t listen 
to the story that is being told them by the man who is selling 
the article. I believe to-day that the greatest educator the 
retailer comes in contact with is the commercial traveler. I 
“o not say this to you because I happen to be one of that 

‘ortunate army, but if you are to know the qualities of the 
8000s you are buying and you are buying goods to sell, you 
mst listen to the story of the man who sells it to you. 

I know the average retailer is a busy man and he often 

it T spent the time the average traveler thinks I should 

! with him, I would not accomplish anything. Now, gen- 

', you are in the business to make money, and in order 
| a thing successfully, the only way to learn about them 
go to the factory where they are made and see them

made, which many of you have not the time to do, or listen 
to the traveler who sells them to you. There are two kinds 
of travelers, one is a gentleman and the other is the boor, who 
never knows when to quit; when the gentleman traveler comes 
to call on me, I would treat him with every courtesy I have 
at my command; in fact, treat him the same as I would a 
customer. The boor I would show to the door. By listening 
to the story of the salesman you would get to understand the 
merits of the article you wish to sell, and this you should do. 
Another thing, gentlemen, is that it is as necessary for the 
clerk to know about your goods as it is for you. How many 
of you take your clerks into your confidence, or give them 
all the information you know about what you are dealing in? 
How is a clerk, if you do not do that, how is he going to 
explain your goods to the customer? I believe the best thing 
the retailer can do is to educate the clerk on any article that 
you wish him to sell. And I believe it is just as essential for 
the clerk to try and learn, and pick up all the knowledge he 
can, as it is for his employer to inform him. Mr. Clerk, there 
is nothing so essential to your success as loyalty to your em- 
ployer; if he pays you but a dollar a week, be loyal to him 
while you are with him, or quit. There is not a single walk 
in life to-day but has as many good openings in it as that of 
the salesman. Every concern, manufacturer or jobber is 
always on the lookout for a good salesman, and | believe that 
it should be classed with that of art, this art of salesmanship. 
I believe it is an art to be a successful salesman. Another 
very necessary thing in the selling of stoves or any other 
article, but more especially in stoves, is that of display. If you 
are going to be successful in say, any line of stoves, you must 
display them on your floors. I am sorry to say that I go into 
many stores where the proprietor of this institution, though 
he has been successful in many ways and has made 
money, yet unfortunately he is a little bit  negli- 
gent in the display of his goods. I have gone into stores 
where I have seen stoves covered up with blankets or har- 
nesses or dishpans and nothing to see about the stove but 
perhaps the legs, or the extreme top, and this man will tell 
me that he has not been successful in selling stoves as Jones 
over there, that he cannot sell them, and one of the great 
reasons why he does not sell them is because he does not 
display them. I believe, when a lady walks into a store to buy 
a range or any other article, it is half sold when it appeals 
to or strikes her fancy, and in order to do that it ought to be 
clean and polished up and made attractive, but it should not 
be covered up with a lot of other goods entirely foreign to 
stoves. I believe if every retailer and every clerk would try 
harder to keep his stoves cleaned up and dusted off, and other 
goods off the top of them, they would sell them easier, and 
instead of another man in a neighboring town being successful 
in the sale of stoves, he would be just as successful himself. 


Now I spoke of the commercial travelers, and, gentlemen, 
whether you are busy or not, when he comes to sell you an 
article, you should listen to him if you want to know about 
them. You must pay attention to the traveler. Now the 
average retailer—and I do not want to step on anybody’s toes, 
but the average retailer does not give the time he should 
give, to the commercial traveler. He does not always treat 
him with the courtesy that he should. The commercial! trav- 
eler, I believe, is something that you need; the commercial 
traveler needs you. It is a business proposition; he comes into 
your store to sell you something you want, something you buy 
to make money on. A great many times I have been in stores, 
when just about that time the proprietor seems to be the 
busiest man about the place. He has two or three clerks, and 
still that gentleman generally gets busy at that particular time 
instead of ‘letting the clerk do the work. Now I think the 
average traveler is a good fellow, and he wants to do you 
good; he hears of bargains along the line and he will put you 
next if you will only give him a little time. The commercial 
traveler is out and it costs money. It costs you money to do 
your business, and you don’t want your clerks to waste time, 
neither does his house want him to waste time, and I believe 
that if every retailer would give the time necessary, and it 
won't take much of it, if you would give the attention neces- 
sary to the traveler, he will teach you a whole lot about your 
business, and about the goods you are handling, so you could 
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present it to your trade in an intelligent way, and where and 
how to make more money on it. Another thing the retailer 
falls down on is letting his competitor run his business. A 
great many times you meet a man in the hardware business 
- who says, “I have to have goods of a certain price because 
my competitor has them.” I don’t think that is necessary. 1 
think if every retailer would handle a good line of stuff and 
present them right to his customers, the other fellow won't 
run your business. The successful fellow is the one who runs 
his own business and pays no attention to the other fellow. 
There are some customers that will come into your store 
and after looking at an article say that your price is too high; 
he will say he can buy it at so and so’s, and you believe him; 
you don’t know whether he is telling you the truth or not. He 
may be honest enough, but he might fib a little to save a dollar 
and still think he was honest; and I believe if the retailer 
would follow up the matter he would find that there was no 
such cut in prices given. I have had instances where I was 
personally interested and where I have driven miles into the 
country on the strength of such a story only to find that 
instead of buying it less it was bought for a higher price. 
These things may not appeal to you perhaps on the subject of 
stoves, but it does appeal to you along the line of salesman- 
ship, and that is very essential in the running of a successful 
hardware store. You have all heard a great deal on the 
subject of the catalogue house, and one I am not going to 
tackle, but I think, gentlemen, that you talk a great deal too 
much about it before your customers. From my experience, 
I believe one of the most successful ways to deal with the 
subject is to have less to say about it; you cannot sell stoves 
and reduce yourself to the level of the catalogue houses; you 
can build no reputation on that—you may sell more goods for 
a time, but you will fall down in the future, for you have a 
reputation to build up and you cannot build it up in this way. 
The stoves they sell are the cheapest that can be made and 
do not come up to the expectation of the consumer; now if the 
retailer sells that same class of goods he is not only making 
any particular money on it and is not making himself a reputa- 
tion. I am very frequently in retail houses and I hear a great 
deal about the catalogue house, but I do not think it is a good 
thing. I think you talk too much about it. As I said before, 
the great secret in selling an article is to know all about it and 
have explicit confidence in it, and if you do you will be more 
successful in the retail hardware business. 
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GUILDS OF THE MIDDLE AGES. 





The Michigan legislature during its 1901 session 
was deluged with requests for the establishment of 
numerous commissions to examine applicants for me- 
chanical occupations, and issue licenses without which 
it would be unlawful to work. Doubtless the next leg- 
islature will see the attempt repeated, says Judson Gren- 
ell in “Economic Tangles,” and. the suggestion has 
been made that here is the beginning, over again, of 
the guild systems that once were all-powerful in Eu- 
rope, and for several hundred years had an important 
bearing on the industrial conditions of the masses. 
Just how much there is in this idea can only be told by 
a close examination of these guilds, but the task would 
be a formidable one, and perhaps after all not be worth 
the time occupied. Yet the history of this eventful 
period in the industrial world is worth at this time a 
swift review. ) 

It. was in Germany that the guilds first gained a 
foothold. It is probable that before the Gauls swept 
down upon the Roman empire and devastated its cities, 
mechanical trades as such were unknown in that coun- 
try, perhaps, with the single exception of casting and 
forging. Everything was hand work, and the handy 
man, who was part of the baron’s estate, turned his 
hand to whatever was needed. Such things as spin- 
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ning and weaving, however, fell to the women, which 
were as much a part of their household duties as bak- 
ing and mending and attending to the other wants of 
the male portion of the community. 

The wars by which the Germans broke the power of 
the Roman empire left the German rulers with a taste 
for civilization which the Roman slaves they had cap- 
tured helped to satisfy. With the widening of their 
vision their wants multiplied, and the feudal lords col- 
lected around them, on their estates, various skilled 
artisans, who were practically slaves, their personal 
necessities being looked after by the lords in return for 
their skill. Some of these estates were very large— 
so large, indeed, that they partook of the characteris- 
tics of a village, and the occupations became differen- 
tiated, each family following some particular calling. 
Thus the trades came into existence, and after a time 
the families took it upon their right alone to follow 
some particular calling. The more skilled were in all 
probability given a larger liberty than the common 
laborers, and so masters and workers began to appear. 

By reason of natural advantages some communities 
grew faster than others, and in the course of time, ow- 
ing to modifying causes which it is impossible to fully 
describe in a short article, there arose a class of free 
mechanics as well as free cities. To these cities the 
bondsmen often escaped from their lords, and, accord- 
ing to the customs of the times, if they succeedéd in 
evading them for a year and a day, became free men. 
These free cities played a very important part in the 
rise of the guilds, 

They became so strong as to be able to demand and 
obtain a greater share of freedom than other places un- 
der the more strict control of the lords; and here the 
artists first organized themselves into what later be- 
came known as guilds. 

Along about the twelfth century in only a few free 
cities and in only a few callings were there any guilds. 
But in the next century they became more numerous, 
and spread to continental and English cities. In some 
places they grew very fast and were all-powerful. -In 
others, owing to different political environments, they 
were. not so able to shape events to their own advan- 
tage. Yet in spite of what would appear at this time 
as almost unsurmountable difficulties, there had been 
formed at the close of what is known as the middle 
ages a combination of the guilds in all the German 
cities, giving them all like social and industrial aims, 
and in many ways shaping their political aspirations. 

These guilds did much more than simply look after 
their trade interests. They were powerful enough to 
make conditions for their political and religious supe- 
riors, and they were often entrusted with the carrying 
out of city ordinances, They issued regulations for 
the conduct of their particular trades, and they kept a 
close watch on the number in each occupation, so that 
it became extremely difficult to either leave one trade 
or get into another. 

As a rule the guilds were divided into masters, jour- 
neymen and apprentices. The master had taken the 
“third degree,” it might be said the journeymen and 
apprentices having little to say, they being generally 
members of their masters’ household. As it was im- 
possible to be a master without first having been a 
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journeyman and apprentice, so it was impossible to fol- 
low a business without belonging to the guild. But 
the rules governing the masters were very strict. Each 
one had to show that he not only had the requisite skill, 
but was also of good moral character. As is usual in 
such associations, the qualifications were gradually 
raised, so that in time it was impossible for most men 
to comply with them, thus giving those already in the 
business a monopoly of it. 

There were in the guilds many rules in the interests 
of the consumers. For the manufacture and sale of 
bad or inferior wares the punishments prescribed were 
very severe, and there were even guild inspectors, 
whose duty it was to visit shops and watch the various 
processes of manufacture, so that the dishonest master 
had a hard road to travel and the slovenly workman 
was liable to both fine and bodily punishment. Un- 
due delay with the work was also punishable, and the 
guild police watched over the conduct of its members 
toward the public. 

Naturally the tendency of the system was toward 
monopoly, and the guild members—the masters—saw 
to it that their pay was in proportion to their social 
position, while the income of the skilled workers was 
kept down as near as could be to that of laborers. The 
regulations at first did not favor the holders of large 
capital. There were many things thrust into their 
rules that favored the man of moderate means, with 
his journeymen and apprentices, but the whole ten- 
dency was the stifling of competition with one another, 
and the holding of the market in the hands of the guild 
alone. 

In spite of the regulations capital became neces- 
sary to increase the amount needed successfully to sup- 
ply the market, and the serfs, fleeing from masters 
into the cities, gave the masters a plentiful supply of 
cheap labor. Then was introduced the system of com- 
pelling an apprentice to wander from place to place, 
and pick up all the new wrinkles in his trade, before 
he was admitted to the position of a journeyman. 
Thus, unless one had considerable property to start 
with, or was the son of a master, or had married into 
the master’s family, it was almost impossible to be 
anything but a laborer. The conditions had changed, 
so that instead of a master being the synonym of skill 
and worth, it simply meant that he had plenty of cap- 
ital. 

In the earlier history of the guild it was a direct 
benefit to the journeyman. He had a chance of be- 
coming a master, and was under the best instruction he 
had. But as large capital began to be necessary his 
interests and those of the masters became separated, 
and the journeymen began to form separate unions of 
their own. They were compelled to fight organization 
with organization. The journeymen still had a regar:! 
for the guilds—so much that they resorted to strikes 
to gain positions on the directorates of these associa- 
tions. Thus there flourished side by side with the em- 
ployers, the other association of the workers. 

Between the government and the guilds the laborers 
for a while had a hard time of it, but there came crises 
when the workers could wrest some advantage from 
one party or the other, and there was developed in the 
course of time a body of laws that in some measure 
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protected the workers from both guild masters and the 
government itself. ~The rate of wages was fixed by 
government officers, and the guilds were supervised 
by government officials. Yet while one system was in 
operation in one place, another system would be in op- 
eration in another. In England the guilds never be- 
came the power they were on the continent. Often 
trade conditions were more powerful than even the 
government or the guilds, so that wages, and appren- 
tices and the hours of labor were regulated by the :le- 
mands of the times rather than by legal restrictions. 
Finally freedom became the rule rather than the ex- 
ception, and in proportion as restrictions were removed 
both masters and employers were benefited by the 
change. 

It seems to me the lesson to be drawn from the ‘1is- 
tory of the guilds is that both employers and employes 
have more to gain from freedom than from restric- 
tions. While it is possible to benefit some certain in- 
dustry by fostering and protecting it, this is generally 
done at the expense of other industries, the workers 
in which must have harder conditions in order that 
the favorites may wax fat and grow rich. It 1s in»pos- 
sible to make a passable argument for the regulaticn 
and supervision of the professions, where the public 
is not always able to protect itself. But in the manual 
trades it is different, and it will be found in the long 
run. that the licensing system is simply an additional 
expense on the backs of laborers, without any corre- 
sponding benefits. 





DENATURED ALCOHOL IS “DRY.” 





Late reports from Fargo, N. D., conveyed the infor- 
mation that in the opinion of State’s Attorney Barnett 
the prohibition law of North Dakota will not interfere 
with the establishment of distilleries in that state for 
the manufacture of denatured alcohol. 

While the denatured alcohol bill does not take effect 
until January, 1907, several Fargo people have become 
interested in a project to erect a distillery either in the 
city or in the adjacent country, and the relation of the 
prohibition law to this project has been the subject of 
considerable discussion. That there will be a number 
of distilleries in operation in this state when the new 
law goes into effect seems beyond question now that it 
has been decided that the prohibition law does not 
apply. 

It is expected that there will be a large demand in 
this state for the alcohol as a fuel. Thrashermen claim 
that with but little change the present straw and coal 
burning thrashing machines can be adapted to the use 
of alcohol, and this source alone probably would con- 
sume a good portion of the output.

THE PERSONAL IN COLLECTION. 


Extracts from the Minutes of the Quarterly Club on 
Business Perplexities.

A man had forty dollars coming to him from anoth- 
et party and he sent his 11-year-old boy to see if he 
could get $5.00 of it. There was something about the 
boy’s manner that pleased the debtor and he asked the 
boy how much his father expected of the money, and 
the boy replied, “All of it.” The man said, “Oh, I 
can’t think of that, but here is $20.00 for him.” The 
boy did not know how much his father expected of the 
amount and took $20.00, and cheered his father very 
much by his success. This item is given to show that 
there is something about the personality of a collector 
that succeeds and there is another personality that 
fails. While boys should not be sent to do men’s work, 
some boys have the good manners of dignified and 
earnest men, while some men have the manners of boy- 
ish boys. 

Definers of words claim that respect includes fear 
and love. If a collector cannot create respect he will 
not amount to much. Some people refuse to pay bills 
to some creditors because the creditor is easy, nega- 
tive and harmless, and when they do pay bills to ener- 
getic and positive people who are dangerous if angered 
or slighted. Creditors are tempted to let accounts run 
for fear of losing a customer by offending. Right here 
is a watershed of success and failure. More custom- 
ers are lost by too much credit than by prompt collec- 
tions, but there are exceptions which test business abil- 
ity. This is true—some great concerns can do things 
small concerns must not attempt. Some busy men pre- 
fer to be drawn upon rather than write letters. Drafts 
are a part of business and there are concerns which 
will have no further dealings with a customer who re- 
fuses to honor drafts or resents being drawn on. To 
resent a draft is not good business policy if the obliga- 
tion is an honest one. 

This subject was taken up because a manufacturer 
complained about the difficulty he was having in col- 
lecting small accounts by mail. The desirable person- 
ality which enables one to make a collection can be in- 
jected into a letter as well as into manner and conver- 
sation. Collections have been made by an original, 
bright, good-natured letter which personal solicitation 
had failed to secure. Debtors should be prompt in in- 
forming creditors of inability to keep promises, as ex- 
planations are the next thing to money. Business 
courtesy is becoming an important part of commercial 
reputation, and the latter is often the best kind of capi- 
tal. All letters should be immediately answered in 
some way, if only a printed form is sent. 

Collectors are liable to be easy and harsh with the 
wrong debtors. 

The Club has on file a case where the creditor prac- 
tically took away from the debtor his “seed potatoes” 
and postponed for a long time future collections. One 
of the hopeful things of modern commerce is where 
creditors encourage, advise, back-up and sustain a 
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wavering debtor to his business salvation and their 
profit. 

Another case recorded is where an impatient tele- 
phone message regarding an overdue account caused 
the debtor much trouble and the creditor disgrace. 
Too frequent requests for payment are irritating to the 
point of hindering collections. A monthly statement 
on an old. account regarding which the payments are 
understood, is questionable. 

All overdue accounts require an intelligent apprecia- 
tion of the conditions of the debtor and a modification 
of routine methods for regular collections. 

Postal card duns and all kinds of weak, insulting 
methods are unbusinesslike. Debts have been paid 
forty years after they were due on account of honor 
or thankfulness, but never from degeneracy or re- 
venge. Insulting methods among creditors produce 
degeneracy among debtors. 

It would be better if we knew the burdens others 
were having to carry when debatable subjects come up, 
as there would be mutual profit and a greater show of 
wisdom, due to a knowledge of real conditions when 
linked with good intentions. There are right and 
wrong times during the year to urge payments among 
those who do not have an always ready bank account 
to discount bills. Many forehanded people make a 
practice of discounting all bills, and thus add material- 
ly to their profits. 

Those who want to pay and cannot should not be 
classified with those who can pay but will not. There 
are special methods for each of these classes, and it is 
an injury to the creditor not to discriminate. 

When the tailor permits a customer to take an un- 
paid suit and wear it, he has no more opportunity to 
collect than the stove dealer, as we understand it. It 
is best for the stove dealer to secure a collector and 
educate him in a way to get 90 per cent of those bad 
accounts. 

Men who can pay but will not pay can be coaxed to 
pay by some collectors when they are unable to be 
driven into payment by the creditor. 

People who want to pay but think they are unable 
to pay can be helped into payment by starting them on 
small, systematic payments. Very few debtors under- 
stand how a few dollars occasionally count up in time, 
and many a bill has been paid almost unconsciously by 
debtors in small pieces; in fact, some debtors have con- 
fessed that such an experience was a valuable educa- 
tion to. them and they would not have believed it possi- 
ble to wipe out certain accounts the way they did do 
it on the suggestion of a wise creditor.

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DEATH OF J. T. DAVIS.

One of the most ingenious displays ever put into a 
window was put up in Halifax recently. It was a 
locomotive, 10 feet long,5 feet 4 inches high and 3 feet 
wide, constructed wholly of articles that are sold over 
the counter of a hardware store every day. The total 
number of articles used was 231 and the value of the 
goods defaced in construction was only 14 cents. The 
cab was made of cake closets; the firebox was an oil 
stove oven; dish pans and big round tin vessels made 
the boiler; the sandboxes were jelly moulds, the 
cylinders creamers, and pokers and squares made the 
cow-catcher. The smokestack was a piece of stove 
pipe and the headlight a carriage lamp.

BARBED WIRE MAY BE PLACED ON BRAZIL 
FREE LIST. 


There is a well-supported movement toward placing 
barbed wire on the free list in the Brazilian tariff 
schedule, and there is some hope of action by the 
present Brazilian congress in that respect. The 
amount of barbed and other wire imported from the 
United States has not been large, but the trade was 
increasing until the present high duty was imposed, 
and the possibilities of this trade in a country like 
Brazil, with great estates only slightly improved, are 
immense if favorable conditions can be had. 

Duties range from 100 to 500 reis per kilo (2.2 
pounds), plus 50 per cent ad valorem, and in addition 
2 per cent port duties. In other words, on barbed wire 
costing in the United States about $2.25 & 100 pounds 
a specific duty of 150 reis per kilo, or about: 2 cents 
a pound gold, is imposed, and to this must be added 
50 per cent ad valorem (say $1.50 100 pounds) and 
2 per.cent port duty (about 5 cents a 100 pounds). 

The cost of 100 pounds of barbed wire delivered at 
Rio de Janeiro, exclusive of transportation,, therefore, 
would be about $5.40 gold. Naturally; at this rate, the 
demand for the wire has fallen off to such a point that 
the trade may almost be said to have ceased. In 1903 
there was imported from the United States 3,969 tons 
of wire, nearly all of which was barbed wire, and in 
1904 the amount was increased to 5,348 tons. The 
importations for 1905 were much smaller. Three- 
point barbs are most popular. 

The United States has far less of the wire trade of 
the country than it should have. Wire of all kinds 
(iron or steel) was imported in the last year for which 
figures are now to be had (1904) to the amount of 
17,073 metric tons, valued at $1,278,147, as compared 
with 15,690 tons, valued at $1,154,990, the year pre- 
vious. Of these importations Germany: sent about 
two-thirds, the United States one-fourth; and other 
nations the balance, Germany losing slightly and the 
United States gaining proportionately in the last two 
years. About one-third of the importations come to 
Rio de Janeiro, one-fourth to Santos, and the rest is 


well scattered among the other Brazilian ports.

LEASE OF IRON ORE LANDS. 





According to a late report the lease of the Great 
Northern iron ore lands to the United States Steel 
Corporation practically has been made, the latter to 
pay the railroad company 85 cents a ton and mine 
750,000 tons the first year,‘running up to a maximum 
of 4,000,000 tons per annum. This ore would be 
transported to Duluth’ by the railroad, but at what rate 
is not disclosed. It is supposed 'to be about 85 cents a 
ton. On 750,000 tons a year the United States Steel 
Corporation would pay $637,500 yearly, in addition to 
that much in freight rates. On'4,000,000 tons a year 
the royalty would be $3,400,000. This money would 
go to the Lake Superior Co., Ltd., which owns these 
lands as a sort of a trustee for the Great Northern 
company. James J. Hill has leased some of these 
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lands on the basis of a royalty as low as 12% cents a 
ton. The state of Minnesota receives a royalty of 25 
cents a ton on its lands out on lease.

THE COUNTRY HARDWARE MERCHANT AND 
HIS STORE. 








My idea of a country merchant is, first, that he 
should be a gentleman in the fullest sense of the word 
and realize that he is an important factor in his home 
town for the good or bad state of society. He should 
realize that he exerts an influence in his community 
and this influence should always be on the side of 
right, says John W. Reed in the Michigan Tra-!esman. 

He should be courteous to his customers. 

Discourtesy isa crime and, if continued in, will ban- 
ish any merchant from business if it does not land him 
in the penitentiary. He should study his business, try 
to understand the difference between raw product: and 
finished articles and know théir merits so that he can 
explain to his customers the points of excellence. He 
should study his customers as well as his stock and 
try to know their pecularities and anticipate their 
wants and have goods to suit their taste. It is net 
necessary that he should make every one his confidant 
and explain to each his financial affairs and what he 1s 
doing in business, but there are two parties to whom he 
should never refuse to make a statement whenever re- 
quested—the mercantile agency and his jobber. 

I don’t suppose that anything gives the country mer- 
chant-so much thought and worry as unfair competi- 
tion. His city brother can have his unions or organi- 
zations and arrange prices, what.each shall sell and at 
what per cent, and these arrangements are lived up 
to, but he has no such opportunity. He generally has 
no competitors except grocery keepers and blacksmiths, 
who seem to think he has encroached upon their rights 
and territory and they feel in duty bound to cut his 
throat whenever they get a chance by selling some 
article for less. money than ‘cost, or getting a special 
order for something which they do not handle and he 
does and letting the customer have it at cost and 
freight. If you are placed in such a position make it a 
special point to keep your store well stocked with an 
assortment of hardware which they do not handle as 
well as with the staple line they do, taking special care 
that you do not let your stock run out of any of these 
articles and adding from time to time such novelties 
as you can afford to pay for, working and selling all 
such lines at a reasonable per cent profit and treating 
your competitiors with courtesy until you have con- 
vinced them that you have a right to exist and that you 
are not trying to run them out of business, but are 
making but one effort and that effort only to be con- 
sidered. A hardware merchant always pays for goods 
in time to take discounts, While the discount is small 
on hardware it pays to take advantage of it in more 
ways than one. You save more than the regular rate 
of interest on your money, save the annoyance of re- 
ceiving statements, and the practice begets for you a 
name of being prompt, which is worth a great deal to 

a country merchant. But if it should ever happen that 
you are unable to meet a bill when due, be just as 
prompt to notify your jobber of the fact and explain 
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to him fully. Do not shirk or evade or withhold any- 

thing from him, and if you are the right stripe of mer- 
chant that you should be I will guarantee that he will 
grant you the favor requested. 

Advertising is a feature of the business that must 
not be neglected. No one can do this for you. Of 
course, we all have a general idea how it should be, 
but if you try to copy city ads. you have wasted your 
time and money—that is, if your town is like the gen- 
eral run of country towns. I consider your county 
paper the best medium you can use if your ads. are 
made attractive, not dull; honest, fair prices quoted 
and ads. changed every week. Follow this with cir- 
cular letters mailed to your.customers calling attention 
to special lines handled, with a polite invitation to visit 
your store when in town and make it their headquar- 
ters. Perhaps you can run special sales on special 
days. You must be judge of that. 

Keep your goods in sight. Don’t hide them in draw- 
ers and boxes. It is just as easy to dust and wipe off 
goods as to haul them out of such places when called 
for by customers. Show cases and display racks are 
cheap and will sell you many an item in twelve months 
that would never be sold out of a drawer or box. Ar- 
range your stock so you can handle it with the least ex- 
pense. Group each distinct line by itself and display 
with price cards. Never hide goods. Your stock 
should be as varied as your capital will permit. Pur- 
chase anything that will sell that will yield you a good 
profit. Of course you know horseshoes will be called 
for every day, but they pay only five per cent, when 
the same amount invested in some novelty which will 
call for some of your time in selling will pay fifty per 
cent. This is time well spent. It advertises your store 
as well as being a profit-maker for you. 

Push lines that make profits. Let staple goods take 
care of themselves. Don’t get into a rut. Have some 
get up and nerve about you. 

Change your goods about the room. Don’t allow a 
line to remain in one place till your customers know its 
position in the store as well as yourself. You are in 
the hardware business; then be in it. I mean by this, 
keep articles that the grocery store and blacksmith 
do not keep; make people talk about your line, show 
them what you carry, and have it differ from. your 
competitors. Every merchant makes mistakes in buy- 
ing, but when you find that you have purchased some 
article that will not sell in your town for a profit put it 
on a bargain counter and let it go at once—the quicker 
the better.

MODERN, OR SINGLE PIPE SYSTEM OF HEAT 
ING. 





We are pleased to note in last issue, pro and con 
replies to Honi Soit Qui Mal y Pense. 

By way of qualifying as an authority on this subject, 
we can say that we are entitled to either the credit or 
censure for the inauguration of the modern system of 
furnace heating, by inventing the first register designed 
with a view to make the heating of several rooms with 
one pipe practical, and preaching the gospel of modern 
furnace heating. 

The firm indorsing what they term “the modern 
way” is one of our many converts who has proved the 
pudding by chewing the string. They hit the nail 
square on the head when they say it is a question of a 
modern register. 

There is so much to be said that we could not go into 
detail to do the subject justice without encroaching on 
the space of this publication. Would, though, like for 
Mr. Potter to explain how he is going to force air 
through an individual or separate pipe from the fur- 
nace into a room as he describes as having no circula- 
tion at all and being filled with air as space always is. 
By what force would he compel the air to be divided 
at the furnace casing and go into and through a pipe 
that has no outlet on account of the space into which 
it leads being filled, and prevent it from going into 
and through a pipe leading to a room having proper 
circulation by means of having provision for drawing 
off the cold air, thereby creating a vacuum for more 
air from the furnace? 

As a matter of fact our register provides for circu- 
lation for all rooms in which they are placed—an ex- 
clusive patented feature. 

Would like to have some adherent to-the separate 
pipe theory explain the advantage of two pipes of a 
fixed capacity over one pipe having the area of the two 
pipes combined, leading to a point between two rooms 
having at this point of division an adjustable partition 
by which the volume of air for either room can be in- 
creased or decreased at will, to suit existing conditions. 

The new system has at least the advantage of wast- 
ing less heat in the basement by radiation of one pipe 
against two, and there being less resistance by friction 
for a given volume of air passing through one pipe 
instead of two. Double the number of pipes require 
double the number of elbows and every crook or elbow 
retards the flow of air. 

Would this modern method, after a test of five years, 
have so many advocates and imitators if it were a fail-

BILTMORE ELECTRIC HEATING PLANT. 
The announcement by the Associated Press some 
days since that the Biltmore House was being equipped 
with an extensive electric heating plant has from its 
novelty created no little interest. 

At the present time notable installations of electric 
heating plants are limited, the most representative be- 
ing the government printing office in Washington and 
a certain banking house in Baltimore, while certain 
other large establishments utilize electricity for this 
purpose in a less extensive manner. 

The wholesale application of electricity to heating, 
says Charles E. Waddell, consulting electrical engineer 
of the Biltmore estate, has not met with the success 
that has attended its introduction in other fields, due 
to two limitations: First, the thermal value of one 
kilowatt hour of electricity is but 3,412 British thermal 
units, while a pound of coal may be rated at 14,000 
British thermal units, with an efficiency in available 
heat in the ordinary heating plant of probably 61 per 
cent. This is equivalent to saying that it requires two 
and one-half times as much electricity as coal to pro- 
duce a given amount of heat, measuring both in ther- 
mal units, or that the price of electricity must be 40 
per cent of the price of coal, measuring electricity in 
kilowatt hours and coal in pounds, in order to make 
the cost the same. 

With anthracite coal at $10 per ton electricity would 
therefore have to cost .2 cents per kilowatt hour, or 
$13.14 per annum per horse-power for continuous serv- 
ice, a figure below the possibility of production by a 
central station. © 

Second in importance to cost are the physical condi- 
tions encountered in the production of heat by elec- 
tricity. Heat is produced by passing current through 
a substance that offers high resistance to current flow. 
The tendency of all substances to oxidize or otherwise 
disintegrate at high temperatures has seriously retard- 
ed the development of heating apparatus, as the first 
cost of such apparatus renders long life and low main- 

In the plant under discussion the cost of fuel is high, 
and to this must be added the item of labor, and while 
the cost per kilowatt hour is far above the equivalent 
value of coal, yet the substitution of electricity will in 
this instance effect a material saving in operating ex- 
pense by eliminating both fuel and labor. 

The decision to change from steam to electricity was 
influenced by the low rate and reliable service fur- 
nished by the Weaver Power Co. of Asheville, and on 
the representation by the Hadaway Electric Heating 
Co. of New York that after years of experimenting 
they had found a medium that could be relied upon for 
hard service and long life. 

The plant will include apparatus for the laundry, the 
plate-warmers and the hot-water system, and will ren- 
der necessary the remodeling of the refrigerating 
plant. 

The design and installation is under the direction of 
the engineering department of the estate. 

The present laundry equipment consists of the usual 
Troy steam machinery, with steam coils in open tubs 
for boiling purposes and steamcoils inthedryroom. The 
electrical equipment will consist of ribbon resistance 
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heating coils in the mangle and dryrooms, and special 
heaters for submerging in the tubs. These last will 
bring the contents of a tub to the boiling point in ten 
minutes, and will require about ten kilowatts of energy 
each. They are so swung, from hangers that the act of 
lowering into the tub cuts them into circuit, while the 
withdrawal disconnects them from the mains. 

The irons are of the usual laundry types and shapes, 
and are heated on an electric stove. It is believed that 
this is preferable to the method of equipping the indi- 
vidual irons with electric coils. 

The dryroom presented a serious problem from the 
fact that it was difficult to provide ventilation. A 
prime requisite in drying garments is to keep the air 
constantly circulating and changing, as it is not so 
much the degree of temperature as it is the quantity 
of air that becomes saturated. To drive a large ex- 
haust fan is both noisy and expensive. The plan there- 
fore adopted was to pipe the dryroom into one of the 
tall chimneys, successfuly attaining by natural laws 
a desideratum that would have otherwise been an ap- 
preciable expense. 

The hot-water system for the house has heretofore 
been operated by a steam boiler piped through coils 
contained in storage tanks ; the electric installation will 
include these tanks and will be further augmented by a 
tank of some 2,200 gallons capacity, which, with the 
piping, will contain in all some 5,000 gallons of water. 

As the body of stored water is subject to gradual 
thermal change, and is great in proportion to the mo- 
mentary demands, the heat applied may be small and 
constant. The temperature of the system is maintained 
at about 180 degrees F., and as the house, tanks and 
heater are piped in a closed circulation system, the 
temperature throughout is uniform. 

The electric heater has a capacity of 100 kilowatts, 
and resembles in appearance a miniature horizontal 
tubular boiler, the space ordinarily occupied by the 
flues containing twenty tubes, which enclose the re- 
sistance ribbon, each of five kilowatts capacity, and de- 
signed to operate on a 230-volt circuit. The heater is 
controlled from a switch panel located nearby, 
equipped with ammeters and twenty-one double-pole 
fused knife switches. On the panel the individual 
leads from the coils are resolved into a three-phase 
delta-connected circuit, to all practical purposes bal- 
anced. 

The changes to the compression refrigerating plant 
consequent to the abolition of steam was the substitu- 
tion of a motor driven by the storage battery for the 
steam engine, and the installation of an electrically op- 
erated centrifugal pump for forcing the brine through 
the cold storage system. An economy that has been 
effected is the method now pursued in heating the 
swimming bath. This is a compartment measuring 
some 25x50x6 feet, and which must be kept at a tem- 
perature of 70 degrees F. As is generally known, in 
all refrigerating plants the ammonia gas is cooled by 
artificial means, and in this instance water from the 
house mains is utilized. 

The pure water passing through the condensing 
coils, in which it is in no way contaminated, but in 
which its temperature is raised from 70 to 80 degrees, 
is conducted into the bath, wasting constantly through 
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an overflow, but maintaining a body of fresh wate 
heated as a by-product from the ammonia plant.

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A PERPLEXING PROBLEM. 





How to keep on the good side of the dealers and 
keep in favor with the dealers’ associations, and at the 
same time get what they think is their rightful share of 
business, is a problem that is worrying a good many 
of the manufacturers of specialties who do not sell 
their goods through jobbers, but who want to do 
business with the dealers, says the Weekly Implement 
Trade Journal. 

In discussing the problem with a Journal representa- 
tive a few days ago one of these manufacturers said: 
“We are up against a tough proposition. We want to 
do business with the dealers, but there are so many of 
them who will not buy a sample, or make any spe- 
cial effort to make a sale. They expect us to make 
the sales and then turn them over a commission, If 
we decline we are reported to the association; the 
association gets us ‘on the carpet’ and says, ‘Define 
your policy; are you after the dealers’ trade, or are 
you going to-sell direct?’ Then we are told that we 
must do one or the other; if we are going to be a 
catalog house then they will have nothing to do with 
us except to recommend that all dealers refuse to buy 
our goods, but if we are going to sell to dealers then 
we must refuse to sell to anyone else. As Dooley says, 
‘There ye air; you’re damned if you do and ‘you’re 
damned if you don’t.’ 

“Then the trade papers, in which we advertise all 
the time, are run in the interest of the dealers and 
report their conventions and furnish them with am- 
munition with which to fight us. We don’t want to cut 
out the dealer, but let me cite one instance which is a 
fair sample of what we have to contend with. Here 
is a machine that we have advertised with you and 
with other trade papers. It is not adapted to every 
locality, but works splendidly in certain sections and 
wé have a nice trade on it. One day a farmer visited 
our factory. He was an up-to-date, progressive fel- 
low. He saw the machine and wanted to buy one. 
We sold it to him at regular retail price. We did not 
refer him to his dealer because we had repeatedly 
solicited that dealer’s business and he declined to make 

‘any effort to sell them. The machine was shipped to 
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the farmer. Later, one of his neighbors wanted one— 
and we sold it to him. Then another neighbor bought 
one. By that time the dealer woke up and discovered 
that we had made these sales. He howled and re- 
ported us. We took the matter up with him; told him 
we would prefer to have him handle the.goods. The 
machines would cost him $60, fall terms, and the sell- 
ing price was $80. We had not cut the price on the 
sales we had made. The dealer finally agreed to con- 
tract with us and buy a sample. He sold the sample, 
but no more. The following spring we tried to renew 
the contract, but he had gotten cold feet and no amount 
of urging could secure his order. The matter was 
dropped. As the season arrived for the use of the 
machines the farmer who bought the first one said he 
could sell some of them for us if we would allow him 
a commission. We told him to go ahead. He sold 
four. Then the dealer howled again. What would 
you have done if you had been in our place?” 


We pass the question up to the fair-minded dealer. 
What would you have done if you had been in the 
manufacturer’s place? Would you have sold the ma- 
chines to the farmers after the dealer had refused to 
assist you? And if you had would you have sent the 
dealer who “turned you down” a commission on the 
sales you made? ; 

The Journal believes in the square deal always. We 
do not have any sympathy for the manufacturer whose 
goods are handled generally by the dealers, who will 
make a sale at dealers’ prices to a consumer just be- 
cause he cannot find a dealer in that locality who will 
contract with him, for dealers cannot contract with 
everybody and manufacturers cannot expect to find a 
representative in every town, any more than a dealer 
can expect to sell all the goods needed in his com- 
munity when he has competitors in the same line’ of 
business. Neither do we believe that in a case like the 
one cited above the dealer was entitled to any com- 
mission on the sales he did not make. He might have 
made the sales and received the profits; but refused to 
make the effort, neither was he handling a competing 
machine. 

It is not practicable to lay down a hard and fast 
rule that will apply to all cases. Both dealers and 
manufacturers have rights that should be respected, 
and a spirit of fairness should be manifested at all 
times.

The incident is happening continually. The sec- 
ond inventor had spent $50 in money and his spare 
time for several months inventing something which 
had already been invented and patented. What he 
should have done, and what the first step every in- 
ventor should take after getting his idea in shape 
ready to construct a model, is to have a search made 
of all patents in the line of his invention, which any 
patent lawyer can make. The usual charge is only 
$5 and is money well invested, for if the search re- 
veals a patent already issued on the invention, the 
inventor can then save himself a lot of needless work, 
time and money. If the field is found to be open, 
then he is warranted in going ahead. Even if his in- 
vention follows along lines already patented, he would 
still have a chance to patent an improvement. In any 
event, he is working intelligently, knowing what he is 
about when he has the report of the search, and is not 
groping in the dark, as he is bound to do without the 
knowledge which the search affords. The time re- 
quired in making an ordinary search is not more than 


ten days, and the fee does not often exceed $s.

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FOREIGN INDIFFERENCE DISGUSTS AMERICAN 
FIRMS. 





A recent consular report contained a list of firms in 
Norway which were said to be particularly interested 
in the sale of fire extinguishers and fire fighting appli- 
ances in general. The list came tothe attention of a 
Boston manufacturer of fire extinguishers and did 
much to destroy that manufacturer’s confidence in con- 
sular advice, for in the list was the name of a firm 
with whom the manufacturer had had considerable 
correspondence and to which he had sent a sample ex- 
tinguisher on the strength of the firm’s representation 
that it desired an agency for Norway. Since sending 
the extinguisher the Boston house has heard nothing 
from the Norway concern in any way, the Norwegians 
having paid no attention whatever to a series of letters 
sent out from the Boston end. 

It is unfortunate that it cannot be recorded that 
such experiences are uncommon, for they do much to 
dampen the enthusiasm of American manufacturers 
with regard to foreign business. A western manufac- 
turer nearly two years ago sent an expensive lighting 
apparatus to one of the largest and wealthiest firms in 
Venezuela. The apparatus was sent on consignment 
to be placed in operation for exhibition purposes and 
sold if possible for the manufacturer’s account. The 
Venezuelans failed to acknowledge the arrival of the 
generator and only after they had received several 
emphatic letters did they take the trouble to advise the 
manufacturer that the machine was at hand, but that 
they had been unable to do anything with it because 
it was of the wrong size, although it was of the exact 
size ordered by them. 

A Newark varnish house, about a year ago, packed 
up a large assortment of varnish and furniture dress- 
ings in response to an urgent request for samples from 
a New Zealand house, The undertaking was a bother- 
some one, to say the least, because to reach their 
destination in time the samples had to go by mail, and 
varnish is not a commodity which the postoffice au- 
thorities are desirous of handling, Each sample had to 
be packed in a separate mailing tube which had to be 
made to order, and the expense of the undertaking be- 
fore the work was done was something more than a 
trifle. The samples were finally mailed, however, and 
that was the end of the transaction, for the New Zea- 
landers never even acknowledged their receipt, to say 
nothing of forwarding orders. Just what importers 
can expect to gain by such methods it is a little diffi- 
cult to understand at the American end of the Jine.—

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Trade Report. 


THE HARDWARE SITUATION. 


Drawing inspiration from the market reports, we 
are moved to predict a flood-tide of activity in the 
hardware and kindred trades for the fall and winter 
seasons. From present indications the demand for 
stoves, ranges and heating apparatus will be unusually 
heavy, and it will have a leaning toward the higher 
grades. New goods are already on the move and an 
accelerated traffic is certain at a day much in advance 
of the regular season. As to prices, it will be seen 
from present quotations that the tendency is upward. 
Huge contracts already under way denote a strong 
draft upon reserve stocks and a probability of tardi- 
ness in filling late orders. In the department of build- 
ing stock there has been a_ well-sustained demand 
throughout the summer season with no present in- 
dication of abatement. Tinners’ stock and sheet 
metals are going out at a lively rate, keeping manu- 
facturers in this line on the jump to answer the call. 
On the whole, there is every reason to believe that the 
volume of business will be unprecedentedly large for 
the coming season. 


PIG IRON ADVANCED. 


The existing scarcity of pig iron has created some- 
what of a boom in prices, all brands for all deliveries 
having been advanced sharply during the past week 
and the importing point has been reached. Nearly 
all furnaces north and south are sold up to Jan. 1 at 
least, and some well into the first quarter of 1907. 
There is little iron to be had out of stock at advancing 
prices, and it begins to look as if heavy importations 
would be necessary. The first importation of note 
since 1902 is a large lot of Scotch iron purchased for 
prompt shipment to New York at a price well above 
the market. Large consumers in their efforts to cover 
requirements have run the market up on themselves. 
The demand for Bessemer and Basic iron is much over 
the supply and the producers are about at their wit’s 
end to meet the situation. Tonnage keeps pouring 
in and specifications on contracts are being received 
in such heavy volume that the mills are running be- 
hind in deliveries. The whole market could hardly be 
in a more active condition, and it is decidedly a sellers’ 
market all the way through. 


FINISHED STEEL ACTIVE. 


The market for all kinds of finished steel is un- 
usually active and most of the mills are well sold 
ahead, and both, new business and specifications on old 
contracts are coming in in good volume. Prices re- 
main firm and unchanged, there being a scarcity in 
crude steel. The plate mills are crowded with orders 
and prices remain unchanged. Tank quality, 6%4 to 
14 in., 1.60c at mill; delivered, 1.75%4c; 14 in. and 
upward, 1.60c at mill; delivered, 1.76%4c; boiler qual- 
ity, delivered, 1.8612c; less than carload lots, five 


points above; flanges, 10 points above; tank and fire- 
box steel, 20 points above; rivets, 2.25c, Boston de- 
livery. 

Steel billets are scarce and in urgent demand, with 
a probability. of higher prices soon. Quotations are 
$27.50 at mill for Bessemer and $28@29 for open 
hearth. Sheet and tin plate bars are firmly held at 
$29. Boston prices are $3 per ton higher than the 


above prices. 
Steel sheets are in active demand and the mills are 


well sold ahead. Prices are very firm at 2.50@2.55c 
for 28-gauge bla¢k, 2.40@2.45 for 27-gauge black 
and 3.55c for 28-gauge galvanized. 

Steel bars are very firm and unchanged, though 
some of the mills are sold so far ahead that they are 
quoting higher prices, which, it is thought, the other 
mills will follow later. Schedule prices are: Besse- 
mer soft steel bars, in car lots, 1.50c; delivered, 
1.66%4c; open hearth, 1.66%4c; tire, 1.75c at mill; :de- 
livered, 1.91%4c; cast steel, 6@15c, as to quality. 

Merchant iron bars are firm and unchanged at 
1.50c at mill, though some makers quote 1.60c, 


- OLD MATERIAL. 


There is considerable activity in the demand for old 
metals, although there is said to be some difficulty in 
obtaining quantities desired, and there is some com- 
plaint on the part of dealers on account of narrow 
margins on sales. The price-list is firm throughout 
at the slightly higher level noted last week. That 
this list is a better one than is usual during August is 
proved by comparing it with the prices in force at this 
same time last year. In mid-August, 1905, heavy cut 
copper commanded no more than 1344@13%c, over 3 
cents less than can be obtained now without any dif- 
ficulty. Copper wire, at that same time, was worth 
only 13%@13%%c; light copper, 12!42c; heavy compo- 
sition, 113g@117%c; No. I composition turnings, 9% 
@10c; heavy brass, 9c; light brass, 74,@754c; No. I 
brass turnings, 734@8%c; solid lead, 4!/4c; tea lead, 
4.00@4.15; zinc, 4@4%; No. 1 pewter, 22.50@23.50; 
No. 2, $11.00@12.00; and block tin only $28.00@ 
29.00. 


STOVES AND ACCESSORIES. 


There is a much more active demand for stoves and 
all kinds of accessories for October and .November 
shipments, and manufacturers are more hopeful of 
disposing of their stocks, which are still very exten- 
sive, despite the fact that they were curtailed to some 
extent by the takings of the retailers. 


FALL HARDWARE. 


Although purchasing of fall hardware lines has 
been active for more than six weeks, no diminution in 
the buying movement is yet apparent, and jobbers 
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now believe. that they will continue to book a good 
volume of business throughout the fall and winter. 
Many of the leading distributors are experiencing no 
little difficulty in securing their shipments on time 
from the manufacturers, who, in turn, are hard 
pressed to produce all that is required. 


COPPER, TIN AND ZINC. 


The demand for copper is moderate only, but the 
supply for early delivery is very light and prices are 
firmly maintained. For Lake copper, spot, we quote 
183%4c. There is talk of some lots being offered at 
185¢c, but buyers here declare that they are unable to 
find them. For electrolytic the quotation is 18%4c and 
cast casting 183¢c. ms 

The tin market has ruled strong since last report, 
and for five to ten-ton lots, spot, New York, the clos- 
ing price on Thursday was 41.50c. The immediately 
available supply is light and no important addition 
thereto is expected. 

The leading manufacturers of sheet zinc are offer- 
ing their output on the basis of $7.75 per 100 Ibs., f. 
o. b, smelter, subject to the usual discount of 8 per 
cent. There is a moderate demand and supplies: are 
more liberal. 


Rogers, Brown & Company will say in their weekly 
letter: 

Another week of activity and record-breaking tendencies 
must be credited to the already remarkable year. The tonnage 
placed in all markets is believed to have set high mark for the 
same length of time and has been limited as to 1906 delivery 
only by the inability of furnaces to take on more business 
for this year. Buying freely for 1907 is now the feature 
and prices for the first quarter and first half are held firmly 
in many cases at a sharp advance over a week ago. There is 
still hesitation on the part of many furnaces to consider now 
large tonnage for the early part of next year, and when it 
becomes necessary to make prices they are such that makers 
can safely figure a profit even in case of a sharp advance in 
raw material. Market conditions undoubtedly favor the seller 
and prospects point to a continuation of this state of affairs. 
The consumption, which has kept up during mid-summer, 
shows no signs of abatement and it is daily becoming more 
apparent that many consumers have quite seriously under- 
estimated their requirements. In addition to these are the 
ones who habitually look for lower prices, no matter at what 
level prices are then being held, and now find themselves 
with yards bare, contracts expired and shops running full. 
It is not surprising that there is a willingness to pay premiums 
demanded by furnaces having any kind of ‘iron available for 
immediate delivery. 


In spite of domestic demands and the repeated advance 
at home, there is still considerable margin between figures 
here and abroad at which foreign iron of satisfactory char- 
acter may be imported. As foreign markets, English espe- 
cially, show at such periods as the present a desire to act in 
sympathy with us, it will take a marked increase in values to 
demand any active importation. 


The year is repeating the buying movement of 1904 and 
1905. The pressure coming at practically the same time, but 
with conditions stronger now for a continuance than in either 
of the previous years. It is only to be expected that next 
week will see something of a let-up in heavy buying, as 
supply for this ‘year is exhausted; all that remains being odd 
lots and off material which always come in for attention 
under these conditions. Again, the large tonnage recently 
booked fo> next year takes a majority of that percentage 
which furnaces generally figure on as good policy to sell 
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from. four to six months ahead. All this will create a 
stronger tendency on the part of furnace men to hold back 
until prices can be more accurately gauged. The strongest 
pressure is now for malleable and Bessemer, and in the West 
particularly these are scarce, with inquiries for large tonnage 
for delivery from now to July, 1907. There is slight response 
on the part of sellers. Every effort is being made by con- 
servatives to prevent undue excitement and run-away market, 
or that tendency, which is so liable to crop out under present 
conditions, of over-buying beyond legitimate requirements. 
Present prices are satisfactory to those interested, and any 
lack of foresight or evidence of panic on the part of buyers 
will most assuredly result in unsafe and false values, which 
can only prove most harmful and much to be deplored. 

Coke in all districts is stronger. The output, while 
slightly increased, is much hampered by lack of labor and 
shortage of cars, the latter proving of more serious character 
than ever before, with likelihood of so continuing, as the 
railroads are making strenuous but, at the best, inadequate 
efforts to move the record-breaking crops. The more popular 
brands of foundry coke are very scarce for this year, several 
leading producers having withdrawn from the market with 
full order books. Inferior fuel is commanding good prices 
and every pound of furnace coke is going direct into fur 
naces whose managers are losing sleep and weight over the 
problem of keeping running with transportation of raw ma 
terial in such unfortunate shape. 


Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly re- 
port: 

Animated is a mild adjective in which to convey an idea 
of the state of the iron market. It is excited and active, and 
demand is steadily growing. Apparently every other con- 
sumer is in the market to buy iron. There are inquiries 
from all directions and for all kinds of deliveries from 
prompt up to the first half of next year. At this season there 
never has before been seen such a tremendous buying move- 
ment, and it has already developed a shortage of foundry 
irons for shipment over the balance of this year. There can 
be no question but that both Northern and Southern irons 
are in short supply to-day, and will be in much shorter supply 
thirty and sixty days hence. There are many heavy melters 
who have had up to the present no confidence in the perma- 
nency of the advance in prices, and they have been caught 
with heavy orders for finished material and no corresponding 
orders for pig iron to cover. Furnaces are absolutely without 
stocks of iron on hand, and everywhere shipments are being 
made hot from the cast House. We believe that there are 
few furnaces in the country that are up to date on orders. 
They are all behindhand on shipments, and in many instances 
consumers are being hard pushed to get enough iron to keep 
going. Consumers themselves are also without accumulated 
reserve stocks, and without exception they are all more 
than busy. Foundryman after foundryman has told us that 
for the past four months he has been doing a record-breaking 
business and that he has large orders booked ahead. Con- 
sumption is at the top and it will so continue for a long time 
to come. 

At the end of last week Birmingham No. 2 was $15.00. 
This week sales have been made at $15.50, and to-day $16.00 
is being asked. Northern No. 2 is firm at $18.00. 

Buying during the week has been heavy. A large ton 
nage of 1907 iron has been placed at the top of the market. 
For this year there has been fine buying, but consumers have 
not been able to find all they wished. 

Coke is as active as pig iron, and further advances in 
price are likely.
